Since 1948 several amendments to the General By-laws of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association have been passed, but no consolidaton has been made 
previous to the present time. At the request of the Executive Council, the 
General By-laws have been reviewed and, in the cases where deemed 
advisable, have been re-grouped and re-written. No change in intent has 
been made. The consolidation of the General By-laws is printed below, 
with a note under any by-law which has been significantly changed. The 
revised edition only is given. Following each by-law is the number of the 
corresponding old by-law. After having reviewed this consolidation very 
carefully, the Executive Council recommends approval of this electoral 
vote. 

Forms for recording the electoral vote of a local will be sent to the 
secretaries of local associations, which forms must be signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary-treasurer and returned by registered mail so as to reach 
head office not later than December 1, 1954.

The general funds of the Associa- 
tion shall be subject to appropria- 
tions by the Executive Council as 
hereinafter provided for the - pur- 
pose of establishing and maintaining 
trust funds for scholarships, librar- 
ies, and research facilities and other 
objects and purposes beneficial to 
the members of the Association.
